Nigerian 'underwear bomber' 
gets life in US prison 



DETROIT (AFP) - The Nige¬ 
rian "underwear bomber" who 
tried to blow up a packed air¬ 
liner on Christmas Day 2009 
must spend the rest of his life 
behind bars, a US judge ruled 
yesterday. 

Umar Farouk Abdulmutal- 
lab, 25, pleaded guilty in Octo¬ 
ber to eight charges, including 
the attempted murder of 289 
people on board Detroit-bound 
Northwest Airlines Flight 253. 

"The defendant has stated 
and it is clear that he has enor¬ 
mous motivation to carry out 
another terrorist attack," Judge 
Nancy Edmunds said."This 
court has no ability to control 
the defendant’s motivation, 
which does appear to be un¬ 
changed, however I can control 
the defendant’s opportunity to 
carry out those actions." 

The botched attack, which 


prosecutors say was a plot 
hatched by slain Al-Qaeda 
preacher Anwar al-Awlaqi, 
sparked global alarm and 
caused the United States to 
tighten up both its no-fly lists 
and airport screening systems. 

The reputation of the US in¬ 
telligence services also took a hit 
because Abdulmutallab’s father, 
a prominent Nigerian banker, 
had warned the CIA about his 
son’s growing radicalization. 

Despite stringent security 
measures at airports in the wake 
of the September 11, 2001 at¬ 
tacks, Abdulmutallab managed 
to smuggle 76 grams of the ex¬ 
plosive Pentaerythritol tetrani- 
trate on board the flight from 
Amsterdam. Luckily, the bomb 
hidden in his underwear failed 
to properly detonate and instead 
simply caused a fire as the plane 
began its descent to Detroit.

weeks ago the ALBO NV 
Contractors poured the second 
foundation for the Cocolishi 
building, which is an integral 
part of the City Hall Building 
of Aruba. 

This building will be a 
modem four story edifice. Last 
week the contractors began 
raising the columns upon 
which will support the stories. 
The constmction of this stmc- 
ture forms part of the BoAmba 
program of the government. 

The BoAmba program is an 
investment of the government 
on one hand to rejuvenate the 
“old” part of the island and on 
the other hand to serve as an 
impulse into the economy of 
our island. The project has 2 
large components: 1. the reno¬ 
vation and expansion of the in- 


frastmcture; 2. an integral so¬ 
lution for the social aspect of 
our community. Several pro¬ 
jects in the BoAmba program 
are currently in progress, to 
mention, the restoration and 
amplification of the Court 
House which is currently 
under constmction; the Linear 
Park; and, the amplification of 
the City Hall Building and a 
brand new building which will 
also become a part of our His¬ 
toric City Center. 

The Daniel Leo Park will 
also be beautified. In the bar¬ 
rios there is also quite a bit of 
work being undertaken. Hou¬ 
ses are being painted, films are 
being shown at night, street 
lights are being installed and 
so much more is going on.. .all 
are part of the BoAmba total 
program. 


ORANJESTAD - A familiar 
sight for more than half a cen¬ 
tury on the Oranjestad Wharf 
is about to disappear. Early 
Wednesday morning the pro¬ 
cess of the dismantelling of the 
water tanks in the area at the 
entrance of the Oranjestad 
Wharf was begun. These tanks 
became part of the Valero Re¬ 
finery outfit. 

Contractors began the dis¬ 
mantelling process while Mi¬ 
nister of the Environment 
looked on. One of the four 
tanks will remain on the pre¬ 
mises to supply water to the 
hotels. The walled fens will be 
moved back some to create a 
little more space for the street¬ 
car project. 

It is planned that the street¬ 
cars will turn around at this 
area to pick up cruise tourists 
who arrive on the cmise ships 
and who want to tour the 
downtown area.

how perfectly and consistently 
condoms are used. 

One of the reasons that con¬ 
doms are being handed out dur¬ 
ing Carnival is to try and 
reduce teen pregnancy. Statis¬ 
tics in the US have shown that 
the yearly failure in the use of 
condoms among young women 
is between 14 and 23%. This 
means that for every 100 young 
women using a condom, be¬ 
tween 14 to 23 of them end up 
becoming pregnant. 

Parents have the responsi¬ 
bility to educate their children 
regarding sexual behavior. As a 
parent we want our children to 
be 100% protected.

Syria crackdown intensifies ahead

EU MPs urge Dutch PM 
to speak up on anti¬ 
migrant site 


STRASBOURG(AFP) - The 
European Parliament called on 
the Dutch prime minister yes¬ 
terday to come and explain his 
"deafening silence" on a far 
right website allowing people 
to complain against east Euro¬ 
pean immigrants. 

The parliament, at the re¬ 
quest of the conservative 
group, will debate the anti-im¬ 
migrant website created by the 
Dutch Freedom Party (PVV) at 
its next plenary session on 
March 13. 

"We especially call on the 
Dutch Prime Minister, Mark 
Rutte, to declare the position 
of his government on this issue 
and come before the European 
Parliament to explain his dea¬ 
fening silence on this issue," 
said Joseph Daul, chairman of 
the European People’s Party, 
the parliament’s biggest bloc. 

The PVV backs the coali¬ 
tion government led by Rutte. 
The ambassadors of 10 eastern 
and central European nations 
have written to the Dutch go¬ 
vernment urging Rutte to con¬ 
demn the website, but he has 
not done so. 

"I am angered that anyone 
could attack fellow Euro¬ 
peans," Daul said. "It is against 
all European and indeed 
human values to attack a group 
of people in this way. It is reck¬ 
less to encourage hate and dis¬ 
crimination." 

In the Netherlands, Prime 
Minister Rutte, who has de¬ 
clined to condemn the website, 
told reporters he was set to 
meet European Parliament 
President Martin Schulz dur¬ 
ing the next European Council 
meeting on March 1. 

"I am of course willing ... to 
address the issue" if Schulz 
wishes to do so, the Prime 
Minister said while repeating 
previous remarks that the web¬ 


site belonged to a political 
party and not the Dutch go¬ 
vernment. 

The Freedom Party, whose 
anti-Islamist leader Geert 
Wilders was acquitted of hate 
speech last year, last week 
launched the site entitled "Re¬ 
port Middle and Eastern Euro¬ 
peans". 

Respondents can tick "yes" 
or "no" when asked whether 
they have experienced "nui¬ 
sances" such as loud noise, 
parking, drunkenness, squalor 
or the loss of jobs to migrant 
workers from eastern Euro¬ 
pean countries.

DAMASCUS (AFP) - At least 
22 people died yesterday as 
Syrian armour moved on 
protest hubs, while prominent 
blogger Razan Ghazzawi and 
other top activists were ar¬ 
rested, monitors said ahead of 
a UN vote on the crisis.

Report: Amanda Knox book 
rights sold for $4 mn

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Amanda Knox, who was ac¬ 
quitted last year of murdering 
her British roommate while 
studying in Italy, has sold the 
rights to her memoir for $4 
million. The New York Times 
reported yesterday. 

The newspaper, citing peo¬ 
ple familiar with the negotia¬ 
tions, said that HarperCollins 
acquired the rights after a 
"heated auction among pub¬ 
lishing houses that stretched 
for days." 

The Times said several pub-

Panama grants asylum to 
Ecuador newspaper 
publisher

PANAMA CITY (AFP) - 
Panama has granted asylum at 
its Quito embassy to Ecuado¬ 
ran newspaper publisher Car¬ 
los Eduardo Perez Barriga, 
who faces prison after losing a 
libel suit filed by President 
Rafael Correa. 

Panama "after considering 
the arguments presented in 
writing by Mr Perez Barriga, 
has looked upon his request for 
diplomatic asylum favorably," 
said a statement from the em¬ 
bassy released in Panama. 

The request had been 
granted because there was "a 
reasonable fear for his personal 
security," the statement said. 

Ecuador’s top court earlier 
yesterday ruled against the El 
Universo newspaper in a libel 


suit filed by Correa that was 
seen as a crucial test of press 
freedoms in the small South 
American country. 

The National Court of Jus¬ 
tice (CNJ) sentenced the three 
top executives of the media 
company to three years in 
prison and fined them $40 
million, denying an appeal as 
"out of order." 

Correa sued the El Uni¬ 
verso daily in March 2011 al¬ 
leging "defamatory libel" over 
a column by former opinion 
page editor Emilio Palacio 
that accused the president of 
crimes against humanity. 

Palacio suggested that a fu¬ 
ture president could take Cor¬ 
rea before a criminal court for 
ordering the military to fire at 
its discretion on a hospital on 
September 30, 2010, during a 
police uprising. 

A lower court judge ruled 
against the newspaper in July, 
handing down the $40 million 
judgment and prison sentences 
against the paper’s publisher, 
Carlos Perez, deputy directors 
Cesar Perez and Nicolas Perez, 
and Palacio, who fled to 
Miami. An appeals court up¬ 
held the sentence in September. 

The case has been widely 
criticized by rights groups as a 
blow to freedom of speech in 
Ecuador and also calls into 
question the independence of 
the Ecuadoran courts.

Hundreds flee Mogadishu clashes 


MOGADISHU (AFP) - Hun¬ 
dreds of Somalis fled their 
homes yesterday fearing 
clashes after African Union 
troops attacked holdout Is¬ 
lamist Shebab militia positions 
on the outskirts of the war- 
wracked capital Mogadishu. 

Columns of loaded vehicles 
headed into the city from 
Elashabiyaha and KM 13 dis¬ 
tricts outside Mogadishu, as 
AU forces moved into posi¬ 
tions they seized from the Al- 
Qaeda-linked rebels this week 
after heavy fighting. 

The neighbourhoods lie on 
the road to rebel-held Afgoye 
town, some 30 kilometers (19 
miles) northwest of Moga¬ 
dishu, which the AU forces 


have said they also plan to at¬ 
tack. 

"Hundreds of displaced 
people are returning to Mo¬ 
gadishu fearing fighting in the 
Afgoye corridor," Moalim 
Abudule, a district official, 
told reporters. 

"We are receiving many of 
them here in Dharkinley dis¬ 
trict, but unfortunately we 
have no proper shelters to as¬ 
sist them." 

Many Mogadishu residents 
had fled to the Afgoye area, 
which the UN says hosts the 
world’s largest settlement for 
the displaced, in the wake of 
intense battles between the AU 
troops and the Al-Qaeda allied 
militia in recent years. 


However, people are now 
fleeing Afgoye for fear of im¬ 
minent attacks after the deputy 
head of the African Union 
Mission in Somalia (AMI- 
SOM) said that troops would 
soon launch an assault as part 
of a drive to defeat the Shebab. 

The UN declared camps in 
Afgoye and in Mogadishu to 
be famine zones last year, but 
this month it said the situation 
had improved. 

The 10,000-strong AMI- 
SOM force has been fighting 
to secure Mogadishu, six 
months after the Shebab aban¬ 
doned fixed bases there and re¬ 
sorted to guerrilla attacks 
including suicide and car 
bombings.

(AFP) - Counterfeit versions 
of the eaneer-fighting drug 
Avastin have been diseovered 
in eireulation in the United 
States, publie health offieials 
and the pharmaeeutieal eom- 
pany Roehe warned. 

"The eounterfeit version of 
Avastin does not eontain the 
medieine’s aetive ingredient, 
bevaeizumab, whieh may 
have resulted in patients not 
reeeiving needed therapy," the 
US Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration said in a statement. 

Charlotte Arnold, spokes¬ 
woman for the Roehe US- 
based unit Genenteeh, said 
that beeause the eounterfeit 
laeks the aetive ingredient, 
"it’s not safe or effeetive for 
use. It should not be used. We 
are still analyzing what is in 
the produet. We know that 
there is no biologieal produet 
in it." 

In a related aetion, FDA 
said it had issued letters to 19 
medieal praetiees in the 
United States that purehased 
unapproved eaneer medieines 
that may inelude the eounter¬ 
feit Avastin. 

The 19 medieal praetiees 
purehased unapproved eaneer 
medieines and, potentially, the 
eounterfeit Avastin, from 
Quality Speeialty Produets 
(QSP), a foreign supplier that 
is also known as Montana 
Health Care Solutions. 

The FDA asked QSP's US 
distributor in Tennessee to 
stop using any remaining 
produets from the supplier. 

Genenteeh said some of the 
eounterfeit US lots are be¬ 
lieved to be labeled as Avastin 
400 mg/16 ml and have the se¬ 
rial numbers B86017, B6011 
andB6010. 

Genenteeh said the suspeet 
batehes differ from the offieial 
produet, whieh is eertified by 
the FDA. Genuine Avastin 
boxes are normally marked 
with six digit serial numbers 
and have no letters, stated the 


eompany. 

Avastin is among Roehe’s 
top-selling drugs with sales of 
5.3 billion Swiss firanes ($5.8 
billion, 4.4 billion euros) in 
2011. 

Last year, the FDA revoked 
the authorization of Avastin 
for breast eaneer treatment, 
saying its effeetiveness was 
not proven, but allowed it to 
remain on the market as an ap¬ 
proved treatment for eertain 
types of eolon, lung, kidney 
and brain eaneer. 


BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazil’s 
conjoined twins Israel and 
Levi were separated success¬ 
fully at Maternity Hospital of 
Goiania in a surgery that lasted 
nearly 10 hours, the twins’ 
doctor told AFP. 

The 14-month-old boys 
were joined at the hip and ab¬ 
domen. They shared intestines, 
a bladder and genitalia, said 
pediatric surgeon Zacharias 
Calil, a specialist in separating 
conjoined twins. 

"It was very difficult, very 
complicated but we managed 
(to separate them)," Calil said. 
The brothers "came through 
the surgery well." 

Israel and Levi had four 
legs but their shared lower 
bodies made the surgery the 
second-most complicated for 
conjoined twins. Twins with 
shared skulls create the most 


complex separation surgeries. 

They traveled to the central 
Brazilian city of Goiana for 
the surgery from Fortaleza, 
capital of the northeastern 
state of Ceara. 

The surgical team of about 
30 doctors, technicians and 
nurses separated "the intes¬ 
tines, the urinary part, the hip 
and we rebuilt two bladders," 
said Calil, the team leader. 

Preparations for the compli¬ 
cated surgery began when the 
twins were born in December 
2010 as their mother received 
advice from a specialist. 

In November, the family 
traveled to Goiania to begin 
the final phase before the op¬ 
eration, which involved using 
eight expanders to stretch the 
children’s skin. 

Calil said the expanders 
"were instrumental in closing 
the abdomen." 

Now the children begin a 
complicated recovery stage in 
which specialists closely mon¬ 
itor the functioning of their or¬ 
gans and the emergence of 
possible infections, which 
could occur beginning the fifth 
day after the surgery. 

Calil estimated Israel and 
Levi’s chances of recovery at 
50 percent. The surgery was 
the eighth time Calil separated 
conjoined twins. 

The surgery cost about 
$465,000, which was subsi¬ 
dized by the state government 
of Goias, the doctor said. 


(AFP)- Top Russian psychia¬ 
trists on Friday called for ur¬ 
gent measures to battle the 
soaring teenage suicide rate, 
one of the world’s highest. 

The number of 15 to 19- 
year-olds taking their own 
lives is almost three times 
higher than the world average 
at 19 to 20 per 100,000, the 
health ministry’s chief psy¬ 
chiatrist Zurab Kekelidze told 
a round table in Moscow. 

Four thousand teenagers 
commit suicide every year, 
Russia’s presidential ombuds¬ 
man for children, Pavel As¬ 
takhov, said Thursday. 

Kekelidze said psychology 
must be taught in schools to 
help children resolve their 
problems by and also called 
on the Russian Orthodox 
Church to extend support to 
disturbed youths. 

"We have developed a pro¬ 
gramme and very soon ...start 
implementing it," Kekelidze 
said, cited by the RIA 
Novosti news agency. 

He also denounced contro¬ 
versial Internet forums that 
advise on the different ways 


of commiting suicide. 

Boris Polozhy, one of the 
main doctors at Moscow’s 
Serbsky Centre psychiatric 
hospital said: "The situation 
is extremely bad in our coun¬ 
try." 

This week, two teenage 
girls jumped together off the 
roof of an apartment building 
in the town of Lobnya in the 
Moscow region in the third 
such double suicide in Russia 
since October. 

On Friday investigators 
said they were looking into 
the death of a 12-year-old 
boy, who hung himself on a 
horizontal bar at his home in 
Siberia’s Krasnoyarsk region. 

Russia now has the world’s 
third highest rate of suicides 
among adolescents, accord¬ 
ing to UNICEF and the Russ¬ 
ian health ministry. 

Since the turbulent 1990s, 
the country saw an overall 
fall in the number of suicides, 
with statistics showing a de¬ 
cline from 42 suicides per 
100,000 people to 23.5 sui¬ 
cides between 1995 and 
2010 .

Apple unveils preview of new Mac 
operating system 



view version of its new Mac¬ 
intosh operating system on 
Thursday, bringing some fea¬ 
tures of the iPad to the per¬ 
sonal computer. 

The Cupertino, California- 
based company said the up¬ 
dated operating system, called 
Mountain Lion, will be avail¬ 
able to Macintosh developers 
immediately and Mac owners 
can upgrade to the new soft¬ 
ware in late summer. 

Apple said Mountain Lion 
includes a new Messages ap¬ 


plication which replaces iChat 
and allows a user to send un¬ 
limited messages, photos and 
video from a Mac to another 
Mac or a device running iOS 
software such as the iPad or 
iPhone. 

It also includes integration 
with Twitter allowing users to 
sign in and tweet directly from 
Safari, Photo Booth and third- 
party applications, Apple said. 

Game Center allows for 
live multiplayer games to be 
played across iPhone, iPad or 
iPod Touch devices. 

Mountain Lion is the first 
Mac operating system built 
with the Internet "cloud" in 
mind, Apple said. 

"More than 100 million 
users have iCloud accounts, 
and Mountain Lion makes it 
easier than ever to set up 
iCloud and access documents 
across your devices," Apple 
said. 

A new security feature 


called Gatekeeper protects the 
computer against malicious 
software by giving the user 
control over what applications 
can be installed and down¬ 
loaded, Apple said. 

With AirPlay Mirroring, a 
Mac user can wirelessly send 
video from a Mac to an HDTV 
using Apple TV. 

Apple chief executive Tim 
Cook told The Wall Street 
Journal in an interview that the 
new Macintosh operating sys¬ 
tem takes advantage of fea¬ 
tures popular on the iPad and 
iPhone. 

"We see that people are in 
love with a lot of apps and 
functionality here," Cook said 
of the iPhone. "Anywhere 
where that makes sense, we are 
going to move that over to 
Mac." 

Apple sold 5.2 million 
Macs last quarter.

Scientists debate 
bird flu studies 
at WHO 


GENEVA (AFP) - Scientists 
met behind closed doors in 
Geneva Thursday to discuss 
whether controversial research 
on a mutant form of bird flu 
capable of being spread among 
humans can be made public. 

The two-day gathering at 
the World Health Organization 
(WHO) was called to discuss 
the studies on the H5N1 virus 
which international scientists 
halted on January 20, citing 
fears of devastation if it were 
to escape the laboratory. 

The WHO is expected to re¬ 
port on any decision made at 
the meeting late Friday. 

The 22 participants include 
the two teams of researchers 
and representatives of the sci¬ 
entific journals Science and 
Nature who were asked to 
withhold publication. 

"Participants will discuss 
the specific circumstances and 
results of the two studies and 
will try to reach a consensus 
about practical actions to re¬ 
solve the most urgent issues. 


particularly those related to ac¬ 
cess to and dissemination of 
the results of these research 
studies," the WHO said. 

Avian influenza H5N1 is pri¬ 
marily transmitted between 
birds and very rarely to humans. 

Two separate teams of re¬ 
searchers, one in the Nether¬ 
lands and the other in the 
United States, found ways late 
last year to engineer the virus 
so that it could be transmitted 
among mammals. 

The breakthrough raised 
alarm that the method could 
fall into the wrong hands and 
unleash a massive flu pan¬ 
demic that could cost millions 
of lives. 

In November the US Na¬ 
tional Science Advisory Board 
for Biosecurity (NS ABB) 
urged that key details remain 
unpublished. 

Flu researchers agreed in 
January to halt their studies for 
60 days in order to allow for 
international debate on the 
matter. 


New York's 'once-a-century' 
storms to become common: 
study 


PARIS (AFP) - Massive storm 
surges that statistically 
threaten New York City once 
a century could occur at inter¬ 
vals from three to 20 years by 
2100, according to estimates 
by US scientists said. 

Researchers from the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of Tech¬ 
nology (MIT) and Princeton 
University built a computer 
model that simulated tens of 
thousands of storms under dif¬ 
ferent scenarios for global 
warming. 

In the model, intense 
storms become more frequent 
by the period from 2081 to 
2100, a finding that backs pre¬ 
vious research, they found. 

Warmer temperatures drive 
up sea levels through thermal 
expansion and also provide 
the raw fuel for hurricanes. 

Today a "100-year" land¬ 


falling storm causes a flood 
surge of about two metres 
(more than six feet) in New 
York. By 2100, this could 
occur at intervals of just three 
to 20 years, according to the 
paper. 

An apocalyptic flood, 
bringing a surge of three me¬ 
tres (10 feet), that today has a 
risk of occurring once every 
five centuries would occur sta¬ 
tistically every 25 to 240 
years. 

Both kinds of events would 
easily top Manhattan’s present 
sea walls, which stand 1.5 me¬ 
tres (nearly five feet), the in¬ 
vestigators noted. 

The highest surge flood 
recorded in New York was in 
1821 and measured 3.2 metres 
(10.4 feet), according to the 
probe, published in the journal 
Nature Climate Change.

Dutch minister moots Greece aid 
deal after April polls

THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Dutch finance minister said 
yesterday the Greek crisis was 
"back to square one" as the 
country’s economy was much 
worse than had been expected 
at the beginning of the crisis. 

"We’re back to square one," 
Jan Kees de Jager told a parlia¬ 
mentary committee in The 
Hague. "Greece is in a much 
worse state than had been an¬ 
ticipated at the time." 

Eurozone leaders for se¬ 
veral weeks have been negoti¬ 
ating Greece’s desperately- 
needed rescue package of 130 
billion euros in fresh loans and 
a write-down on privately-held 
government bonds worth 100 
billion euros to avoid default¬ 
ing on debt owed on March 20. 

Eurozone government 
sources said yesterday that the 
rescue would still be insuffi¬ 
cient to meet a debt reduction 
target to make the country’s 
steep repayments sustainable 
in 2020. 

De Jager said that Athens 
still had not taken all the mea- 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Me¬ 
xico’s economy, the second 
largest in Latin America, grew 
3.9 percent last year, slowing 
from 5.5 percent growth in 
2010, national statistics insti¬ 
tute INEGI said yesterday. 

Agriculture, cattle farming 
and fishing largely contributed 
to the slowdown, posting ne¬ 
gative growth of 0.6 percent 
compared with a 2.8 percent 
expansion in 2010, according 
to INEGI. 

The agricultural sector suf¬ 
fered the worst drought in 
seven decades in 2011, which 


sures required to secure the 
package.

The minister also said that 
an exit from the eurozone 
would cost other European 
countries more than saving the 
country’s economy now. 

"The goal is to keep Greece 
in the eurozone," he told Dutch 
MPs.

promises. 

"Ideally after the elections, 
you want to deal with rulers 
that you know will give their 
support to the package," he 
said. 

"Therefore it has been sug¬ 
gested to wait until after the 
elections, where you can agree

"With that, we don’t even 
have to wait for the elections," 
he said. 

He added an expected debt 
sustainability analysis by the 
IMF was also "of huge impor¬ 
tance." 

"I don’t understand why this 
is not important to some of my 
colleagues," he said adding "if 
you lend money to a country, 
then you do want to know 
what the chances are that you 
would get it back." 

In Brussels, a senior official 
told AFP yesterday that a re¬ 
port given to finance ministers 
showed Greece’s total public 
debt would only fall to 129 
percent of Gross Domestic 
Product, instead of the 120 
percent set as a condition for 
fresh aid by the EU and Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund. 


GM books 
record profit 

NEW YORK (AFP) - Ge¬ 
neral Motors yesterday an¬ 
nounced it made a record 
profit last year, as sales 
growth in the United States 
and China helped the Detroit 
firm snatch back the title of 
world’s biggest automaker 
from Toyota. 

Underscoring its return to 
rude health — just two years 
after needing a massive go¬ 
vernment bailout and being 
dragged through a humilia¬ 
ting bankruptcy — GM exec¬ 
utives said more profits were 
on the way. 

GM’s full-year profit 
soared by 62 percent in 2011 
to reach $7.6 billion, beating 
expectations and breaking 
records for the century-old 
firm. 

The profits appeared to 
provide further evidence of 
the success of President 
Barack Obama’s controver¬ 
sial bailout for GM and 
Chrysler worth roughly $80 
billion.

US jobs, factory data 
strengthen growth outlook 


WASHINGTON - The num¬ 
ber of Americans filing for 
new jobless benefits fell to a 
near four-year low last week 
and factory activity in the Mid- 
Atlantic area grew in February, 
more evidence of sustained 
momentum in the economy. 

The economic outlook was 
brightened further by other 
data yesterday showing buil¬ 
ders breaking more ground on 
new residential projects in Jan¬ 
uary, pointing to signs of life in 
the distressed housing market. 

The reports added to a raft 
of solid data that now has ana¬ 
lysts expecting only a mild 
slowdown in growth in the first 
quarter. Economists also have 
dialed down their expectations 
for another round of bond-buy¬ 
ing or quantitative easing by 


the Federal Reserve. 

"The numbers add to the 
belief that the economy is 
shifting gears. There is just no 
number that is giving us a 
whole lot of trouble, except for 
consumer spending," said Joel 
Naroff, chief economist at 
Naroff Economic Advisors in 
Holland, Pennsylvania. 

Initial claims for state un¬ 
employment benefits dropped 
13,000 to a seasonally adjusted 
348,000, the lowest level since 
March 2008, the Labor Depart¬ 
ment said. 

Economists had forecast 
claims rising to 365,000. The 
four-week average of new 
claims, seen as a better meas¬ 
ure of labor market trends, fell 
1,750 to 365,250 - the lowest 
since April 2008.

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SHOULD HISTORY BE PART OF OUR FUTURE? 

On the seventieth anniversary of the attack on the Lago refinery 




Sero Colorado 


- On any given day of the 
week, many loeals and 
tourists alike, see their jour¬ 
ney aeross the island ending 
on top of Sero Colorado, the 
easternmost tip of the island. 
From this point, most of the 
time they may enjoy a splen¬ 
did view of the Venezuelan 
eoastline, just about 15 miles 
away. 

Some leave their vehiele 
behind there to hike to the 
well hidden natural bridge at 
the foot of the hill. Other 
than that, apparently there is 
not mueh to be seen at the 
site. Or, is there more? Every 
now and then a loeal person 
may be asked by a eurious 
tourist, what those peeuliar 
eireular eonerete platforms 
on top of the hill are, or were. 
Regretfully, most of our eiti- 
zens do not know themselves 


that these eonerete struetures 
represent a very important 
part of our reeent history, 
namely the dark days of 
World War II, that would not 
go unnotieed to this tiny part 
of the Western Hemisphere. 
On these platforms, some 
huge eannons were installed, 
able to eover with its shells 
the main part of the strait be¬ 
tween Aruba and the 
Paraguana peninsula. An¬ 
other eannon was installed at 
Yuana Morto, known as the 
“Kustbatterij”. Aetually, the 
guns at Sero Colorado and 
Yuana Morto, together with 
an outlook on top of Sero 
Alejandro, formed the prin- 
eipal defense against ex- 
peeted attaeks from the 
German navy on the refinery, 
for its importanee to the al¬ 
lied forees. To be able to eon- 


tribute to that defense, a loeal 
military foree was instituted 
under the name ‘"Sehutterij”, 
in whieh many of the young 
loeal men of those days par- 
tieipated, along with British, 
and later on Ameriean per¬ 
sonnel. 

On February 16, 1942, the 
long expeeted attaek finally 
eame. A German U-boat 
started launehing torpedoes 
at the tankers in and in the 
neighborhood of the refinery 
harbor, and tried to eause 
damage to the refinery itself 
by shelling the premises. 
Fortunately, no great damage 
was eaused to the refinery it¬ 
self, but at sea the eonse- 
quenees were severe. Four 
Lago tankers, the Oranjestad, 
Pedemales, San Nieolas and 
Tia Juana, were hit by torpe¬ 
does and sunk, while the at¬ 
taek took a total of 47 lives 
among the erew of the ships 
involved. A eouple of days 
later, a torpedo launehed by 
the German U-boat ended on 
shore at Eagle, where the ef¬ 
fort of dismantling the arti- 
faet took four more lives of 
Duteh military, when the tor¬ 
pedo exploded. 

Curiously enough, this lat¬ 
ter ineident remained more 
known by the general publie 
as a part of our reeent history 
than the attaek on the refin¬ 
ery, whieh without any doubt 
may be booked as the largest 
eatastrophe in our history, 
with the highest number of 
lives lost. 

As a eonsequenee of the 
attaek, most of the popula¬ 
tion living in the vieinity of 
the refinery fled to more in¬ 
land loeated neighborhoods, 
where they remained for 
weeks, sleeping in and 
around the dwellings of 
those living there, sharing 
food and other items in those 
days of great seareity be- 
eause of the war. 

Fortunately enough, the 
German navy would prove 
unable from that moment on 
to launeh another attaek on 
Aruba, and the refinery eon- 
tinued to eontribute greatly 
to the Allied Forees’ need for 
fuel, speeifieally aviation 
fuel, providing at times up to 
80% of the aviation gasoline 
eonsumed by the joint forees 
against Germany and Japan. 

The historie sites whieh 
eould tell us about this part 
of our past, today have no 
sign whatsoever that makes 
its visitors aware of the 
events that took plaee so 
many years ago, where not 
only Arubans were involved. 


but also all the nationalities 
working and living here, as 
military or refinery workers, 
who shared those rough days 
to follow, always fearing the 
next attaek, enduring the 
food shortages and other 
hardship toward the end of 
the war, so disastrous to the 
entire world. 

As this historie date - Feb¬ 
ruary 16 - is approaehing 
again, when it will be exaetly 
seventy years ago that Aruba 
lived its seariest moments 
and with an unpreeedented 
loss of human life, shouldn’t 
we do more about it than we 
have been doing until now. 
Shouldn’t we give this spot 
on top of the hill, visited byt¬ 
housands of loeals and 
tourists alike, something to 
give its visitors to remember 
this moment of shared eonti- 
nental history? Apart from 
the eonsideration that we 
have a task edueating our 
own people about their his¬ 
tory, aren’t we observing a 
ehanging trend in tourism 
worldwide, where more and 
more visitors are not only in¬ 
terested in sun, beaeh, good 
food and entertainment, but 
wish to know more about 
that partieular eountry, its 
history and its eulture? How 
many of our historie sites 
have any sign, telling visitors 
what is worth knowing about 
that partieular plaee? We 
should really ask ourselves if 
history, for the sake of the 
generations to eome, ean and 
should be part of our future. 
Apart from the edueational 
aspeet toward our own peo¬ 
ple, it will also make good 
eeonomie sense toward hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of visitors 
who eome to our island eaeh 
year. 

At this partieular moment, 
when Aruba may need to re¬ 
invent itself eeonomieally, in 
the event of the loss of the re¬ 


finery, would it not be appro¬ 
priate to eombine what is ed- 
ueationally eorreet with what 
would make good eeonomie 
sense? Let us give this site, 
whieh symbolizes the one 
and only plaee on the Amer¬ 
iean eontinent attaeked dur¬ 
ing the entire World War, the 
spot it deserves amongst our¬ 
selves, and taking into ae- 
eount the interest among our 
visitors also.

FootbaUs Advantage United as Ajax 
downed

AMSTERDAM (AFP) - Man¬ 
chester United made a winning 
start to their Europa League 
debut on Thursday after goals 
from Ashley Young and Javier 
Hernandez handed them a 2-0 
first leg victory over Ajax at the 
Amsterdam Arena. 

Young, who has only re¬ 
cently returned to action follow¬ 
ing a lengthy injury lay-off, 
struck United's first on 59 min¬ 
utes before Hernandez added 
the second five minutes from 
time to give the English cham¬ 
pions a commanding advan¬ 
tage. 


Ferguson said Hernandez' 
late strike had given United a 
golden chance to advance to the 
last 16. 

United had found themselves 
in European football's second- 
tier tournament following their 
shock failure to qualify for the 
knockout stages of the Champi¬ 
ons League last December. 

However Ferguson stayed 
true to his pre-match pledge to 
take the competition seriously, 
naming a strong starting XI to 
face the four-time European 
champions. 

A low-key first half saw 


United dominate possession 
and territory in the opening 20 
minutes without seriously test¬ 
ing Kenneth Vermeer in the 
Ajax goal. 

Wayne Rooney was at the 
heart of United's best work, and 
had the English champions' first 
shot on goal after 19 minutes 
only for Vermeer to gather easily 

Moments later Rooney's 
weighted through ball helped 
Hernandez spring the Ajax off¬ 
side trap but Vermeer was alert 
to the danger and was able to 
smother at the Mexican's feet. 

Hernandez had taken up a 
dangerous position in the Ajax 
box on 29 minutes as Nani 
ghosted down the right wing. To 
the visible exasperation of Fer¬ 
guson on the touchline how¬ 
ever, Nani went for goal, 
shooting high and wide. 

On 32 minutes United were 
almost made to pay for their 
wastefulness, with Siem De 
Jong uncorking a ferocious right 
foot shot from just outside the 
area which drew a superb diving 
save from David De Gea. 

That effort lifted Ajax, and 
they had United on the back 
foot towards the end of the first 
half, with young Dane Christian 
Eriksen the next to test de Gea, 


with a swerving long-range ef¬ 
fort. 

On the stroke of half-time, 
Ajax had penalty appeals 
waved away by Italian referee 
Gianluca Rocchi after Rio Fer¬ 
dinand appeared to collide with 
Miralem Sulejmani right on the 
edge of the area. 

United regrouped after the 
break and were soon threaten¬ 
ing the Ajax goal. Another per¬ 
fectly weighted pass from 
Rooney split the Dutch side's 
defence and found Hernandez, 
but the striker was unable to get 
a shot off 

Yet on 59 minutes United got 
the goal their bright start to the 
half had been threatening to de¬ 
liver. 

Nani's cross from the right 
flew across the penalty area and 
found Young on the opposite 
flank. The winger cut in and 
picked his spot before rifling his 
low finish beneath Vermeer and 
into the net. 

With full-time looming An¬ 
tonio Valencia pounced on a 
stray pass in midfield and re¬ 
leased Hernandez. The Mexican 
fed Rooney and then gathered 
the England player's return to 
make it 2-0 and leave United 
with one foot in the last 16.

DOHA (AFP) - World number 
one Vietoria Azarenka swept 
into the quarter-finals of the 
Qatar Open with a swift dem¬ 
olition of Romanian Simona 
Halep on Thursday as Lueie 
Safarova elaimed another top 
sealp. 

Belarusian Azarenka, the 
Australian Open ehampion, 
won 10 games in a row on the 
way to beating the 63rd- 
ranked Halep 6-3, 6-1, while 
Safarova, who had knoeked 
out the seeond seed Caroline 
Wozniaeki on Wednesday, 
sent former US and Freneh 
Open ehampion and 14th seed 
Svetlana Kuznetsova paeking 
with a 7-6 (8/6), 6-3 vietory. 

Kuznetsova was the 12th of 
the 16 seeds in the 64-player 
draw to erash out of the event

Halep produeed only brief 
moments of brillianee to se- 
eure a break in either set, but 
that was not enough to quell 
Azarenka, who stepped up her 
game after trailing 3-1 in the 
first set and raeed to vietory 
thereafter. 

’T started slow but I am 
glad I turned it around," said 
Azarenka, the first Belarusian 
to win a Grand Slam tourna¬ 
ment and take the world num¬ 
ber one ranking. 

She eould have won the 
seeond set at love, but suffered 
a gliteh in the sixth game 
when she was broken by the 
Romanian. 

But Azarenka broke baek 
in the next game to elineh the 
issue. 

"I kept my eomposure," said 
Azarenka, who will now meet 
Belgian Yanina Wiekmayer in 
the quarter-finals. Wiekmayer 
defeated Kazakhstan’s Ksenia 
Pervak 6-4, 6-0. 

"I never played her before. 
It was about adjusting a little 
bit to her game style. I don’t 
think I really played the right 
way those first three games, 
four games. 

Azarenka was onee again 
asked whether being the win¬ 
ner of a Grand Slam title made 
her a more ’legitimate’ world 
number one, but she shrugged 
off the question. 

"I think you guys, it’s your 


job to say that, to evaluate, to 
give grades. Our job is to play 
and win matehes. That’s my 
job," she said. 

Poland’s Agnieszka Rad- 
wanska fought baek from a 
break down to advanee to the 
last eight with a 7-5, 6-1 win 
over the USA’s Varvara Lep- 
ehenko. 

Radwanska, the world 
number six and fourth seed in 
Qatar, was too strong for the 
Uzbek-born Lepehenko who 
is yet to win a WTA title after 
turning pro as a 15-year-old 
way baek in 2001. 

"I lost my serve in the first 
set and at that point the only 
thing I wanted was to fight 
baek," said Radwanska, the 
winner of seven titles and a 
quarter-finalist at the Aus¬ 
tralian Open. 

"She was hitting the ball 
well, but I got my game to¬ 
gether," added Radwanska 
who won three games in a row 
after trailing 4-5 in the first 
set. 

Meanwhile, Australian 
third seed Samantha Stosur 
ousted the Czeeh Republie’s 
Petra Cetkovska 6-3, 6-2, but 
Israeli Shahar Peer’s quest for 
a first title in the Middle East 
ended prematurely. 

Peer, whose partieipation in 
events in the Gulf has often 
generated a furore, was beaten 
4-6, 6-3, 6-4 by the USA’s 
Christina MeHale. 


Tennis: Berdych joins 
Federer with easy 
advance in Rotterdam 



ROTTERDAM (AFP) - 
Tomas Berdyeh followed 
the example of top seed 
Roger Federer by making 
almost effortless progress 
into the quarter-finals of the 
Rotterdam Open on Thurs¬ 
day as opponent Mareos 
Baghdatis quit while trail¬ 
ing 3-0 in their seeond- 
round mateh. 

Berdyeh spent just 19 
minutes on eourt but put 
the former Australian Open 
finalist under immediate 
pressure with five break 
points. 

On Wednesday, Federer 
moved easily into the last eight 
at the Ahoy stadium as seeond- 
round opponent Mikhail 
Youzhny withdrew a day be¬ 
fore their eontest with a left 
foot injury. 

Federer still had to go out 
and win his opening mateh 
against Frenehman Nieolas 
Mahut, whieh he did, 6-4, 6-4. 

Federer and Berdyeh set the 
paee for number three seed and 
Rotterdam debutant Juan Del 
Potro, with the Argentine 2009 
US Open ehampion to faee 
Slovak Karol Beek later in a 
bid for the quarters. 

Frenehman Riehard Gas- 
quet, seeded fifth, eontinued 
his steady progress at his see¬ 
ond tournament appearanee, 
defeating Russian Alex Bogo¬ 
molov 6-3, 6-2. 


Italy’s Andreas Seppi dis- 
patehed German Philipp 
Kohlsehreiber 6-4, 6-2 in their 
seeond-round eneounter. 

The 16th-ranked Gasquet 
improved his reeord to seven 
wins this season to next faee 
Russian Niklay Davydenko. 

The Frenehman with six ea- 
reer titles went through to vie¬ 
tory in just over an hour and a 
quarter with four aees and four 
breaks of the Bogomolov 
serve. 

"I’m happy to win in two 
sets and get into the quarters," 
said the winner who lost in his 
first Rotterdam appearanee in 
the 2009 first round. 

His quarter-final with 
Davydenko is a repeat of the 
mateh he won this month in 
Montpellier, running his reeord 
over the veteran Russian to 
four wins in five eneounters.
